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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation regarding estimating an echo likelihood as a function of a ratio of power of the near end signal and 
the far end signal has not been previously claimed and would require further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has argued that the added echo 
likehood ratio would overcome the teachings of Rabipour et al (US 6,01 1 ,846) (Amendment, Pages 15 and 17). In response, the examiner 
notes that Rabipour likewise employs determining an echo certainty as a ratio of near and far end energies (Col. 5, Equation 12). Thus, 
even though the claim amendment has not been entered, it is not certain that, even if entered, they would overcome the teachings of 
Rabipour. The applicant further notes the specific equations used by the applicants in estimating this likelihood (Amendment, Page 15), 
however, these specifc equations is not recited in the claims.
